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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

The above amendments respond to the Ex parte Quayle action mailed on October 
7, 2008 objecting to the drawings in the above-referenced matter. At page 2 of the 
action, the Examiner noted: 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR L84(p)(4) 
because reference character "Table 1 " has been used to designate both the 
table of 1999 IEEE 802.1 1 wireless standards and pre-selected repeater 
channels. 

In the current response, the specification has been amended to refer to the table of 
1999 IEEE 802.1 1 wireless standards as Table A rather than Table 1. Applicant believes 
this amendment removes the above-noted ambiguity and renders the objection to the 
drawings moot. Withdrawal of the objection is respectfully requested.
